Applicants gratefully acknowledge the allowance of the above-captioned application and 
respectfully submit the following comments in connection with the Examiner's Statement of Reasons 
for Allowance. 

Applicants note that the Statement of Reasons for Allowance refers to certain language as a 
basis of patentability that deviates from the specific language recited in claims 7, 14, 21 and 27. For 
example, with regard to claims 7, 14 and 21, the Statement of Reasons for Allowance refers to 
"coordinate transformation information", but claims 7, 14 and 21 do not recite this language. In 
addition, with regard to claim 27, the Statement of Reasons for Allowance refers to "calculating 
means" and "synthesizing means", but claim 27 does not recite this language. 

Applicants expressly seek to avoid any inference or implied acquiescence which could arise 
in view of the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance, and respectfully submit that the 
Examiner's deviations from the claim language should not be a basis for limiting the scope of the 
claims beyond their literal scope and equivalents thereof.
